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PREFATORY REMARKS. 



A DESIRE to comply with the suggestions of a few- 
kind friends, who have strongly urged the propriety of 
giving a certain degree of publicity to the Manuscript- 
Records relative to Suffolk in the possession of the writer, 
and have themselves expressed a wish to be made ac- 
quainted with their contents, has induced the printing of 
the present portion of his Catalogue, which he regrets 
that want of leisure and severe illness in his family forbid 
his now completing. To some of these friends, he is in- 
deed deeply indebted for favors conferred in the presenta- 
tion of many most interesting documents ; so that their 
recommendation has had very much the force of a com- 
mand. He is also happy in the opportunity thus afforded 
him of making a public declaration of his obligations; 
and it were idle to deny, that he has been ftirther induced 
by the promises of new accessions to his stores, when the 
nature and amount of his collection, and the specific ob-

jcct he has had in view in forming it, should be made 
manifest. In truths the effect has already been such^ that 
he has to acknowledge the receipt of some deeds and other 
manuscripts during the short period that the following 
sheets have been passing through the press. All such will 
be embodied in the subsequent portion^ which it is his Aill 
expectation and intention shall be printed in the autumn 
of the present year. — In the part thus alluded to will be 
particularised — 

1. — ^A very large collection of early Charters and Grants 
of Land relative to Suffolk 

2. — A list of graphic and pictorial illustrations^ engraved 
portraits and drawings from early painted portraits 
of persons connected with the county, either by 
birth, descent, title, marriage, residence, or pro- 
perty ; the whole amounting in number to upwards 
of four thousand, and arranged in thirty quarto- 
sized portfolios. 

3. — An enumeration of several hundred seals, principally 
of monastic, baronial, municipal, or otherwise of- 
ficial ; together with very numerous drawings of 
British and Norman remains, urns, fibulae, celts, 
and other relics of past times, arranged under the 
places where found. 

In conclusion, the writer cannot but entertain the 
most sanguine hope, that even the mass of materials here 
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described will be considered of great utility to the historian 
and antiquary, and more particidarly those interested with 
what relates to Suffolk : indeed, he flatters himself they 
will be found an important source of information to any 
one who may hereafter undertake to write the history of 
this opulent but neglected county. To himself, most cheer- 
ing has been the past thirty years' occupation, in thus 
gathering the historical mementos of his native county; 
and doubly so is it rendered by the reflection, that the 
pursuit has brought him the acquaintance of many persons, 
distinguished by their acquirements, their high grade in 
society, their love of literature, and all that ennobles man. 
Impressed with these sentiments, he hopes he may be 
excused for declaring, that the gratification derived jfrom 
the possession of his collections, and even from the con- 
sciousness how much he has saved from oblivion and 
destruction, becomes almost as nothing, compared to those 
higher feelings generated by the kindness he has expe- 
rienced and the friendship with which he has been honored.
